HOWARD K. INGHAM

For rather more than a decade, the name of Howard 
Ingham has been prominent in Victorian soccer — one 
of the few to gain high recognition without a long 
playing history. 

He gained soccer colours at school at “Streete Court’ 

John Hawker in Kent before coming to Australia, but later, at Gee- 

long Grammar School, found Australian Rules not at- 

tractive. After his discharge from the first A.LF., 
studies kept him out of the game for some years, but in 
1926 he looked around for some form of relaxation. 
His old love, soccer, came to mind. 

When the second World War came along and took 
away many of our best players, Howard Ingham was 
one of the small band of enthusiasts who worked hard 
to keep the soccer flag flying. During this period he 
took under his wing the visiting English Air Force team 
and, at his own expense, arranged their accommodation 
and refreshment during the whole of their season here. 

His activities in the war period resulted, soon after 
hostilities ended, in his election as chairman of the 
council of the Victorian Amateur Soccer Football As- 
sociation, and as a member of the Australian Council. 
It was at about this time, too, that he was appointed to ; 
the Olympic Park Trust by the Hon. John McDonald, H. K. Ingham 
M.L.A. (now Premier of Victoria). | 

As chairman of the council he has helped in the fantastic post-war growth 
of soccer. The number of clubs has increased nearly tenfold, and Mr. 
has personally gathered around him in soccer a list of patrons of whi 
sport could be proud. 7 

While speaking of patrons, Mr. Ingham recalled that one of them, the late 
Field Marshal Thomas Blamey, told him that in 1904, when he was a you 
school teacher in Western Australia, he had introduced soccer to that ate 

Mr. Ingham also produced a letter from another soccer patron, Sir Ben Fulle 
who, writing from London very recently, told of his visit to the Cup Final ; 
Wembley with Tommy Trinder. Seats cost them about £2/15/- each, and 
commented that spectators im this country should realise that the game is wor 
much more to them than the few pence that most now put into the box. aaa

Sir,—I should like to endorse the views expressed by Mr. T. Saunders in 
your last issue. For the last three years, I have been teaching the lads soccér 
at a very large primary and central school in Melbourne. The response has been 
greater than I could handle on my own, and I regret that I have had to turn lads 
away from after-school practices. " 

The Education Department does not lay down that any particular sports 
should be taught in preference to others. The only reason that “Rules” 
is the dominant code is that the majority of teachers follow that code. At the 
present time, the Department is crying out for teachers. Surely, somewhere 
in Melbourne, there must be soccer players who, having a Leaving Certificate or 
its equivalent, would make good teachers. The job is theirs for the asking. 

I am raising this matter because I consider it vital to the progress of our 
game. No game can flourish in our ls, or even exist, without enthusiastic 
instructors. —Yours, etc., E. S. BE. j 


Sir,—I was very interested in the letter by T. Saunders (‘Soccer News,” 
July 14) regarding the introduction of soccer in Victorian schools. 

He is obviously in a better position to judge the chances of success than some 
so-called enthusiasts who are “beaten before they start.” If everyone were as 
constructive in their ideas for the betterment of the game, as the writer of that 
letter, we would get ahead much faster. Regarding the donation of footballs

- THE COACH SAYS 


_A GOOD TEAM CHANGES ITS TACTICS 
TO SUIT CONDITIONS 

Since the beginning of these articles I have endeav- 
oured to show you individual play. The season is 
coming to a close all too quickly, so while there is still 
time I think we should study team work. 

A ty team will vary its tactics to suit the ground 
a eir opponents. Suppose we take the former this x 
week: Aa 
(1) When playing on a sticky or heavy ground use long passes as much 
as possible, as short passes will often stick in the mud short of your objective 

(2) On a wet grassy pitch the ball will slide fast and truly along the ¢ jrounc 
and will favour the forwards rather than the defenders who will find difficu 
in turning quickly. When accepting a long pass, allow for the pace of the b. 
off the ground, or else you will find it shooting past you. All defenders, especially 
goalkeeper, must be alert. For this pace off the ground, get your body well 
behind the ball and be ready for that zipp which usually follows. Forwards 
should assume that the defenders are going to be taken by surprise with the 
zipp and follow through quickly; you will find this pays dividends. . 

(3) On grounds with pools of water the same applies. It is not edvisable for 
defenders to pass back to their own goalkeeper under such conditions, as the

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(4) On dry grounds, k the ball on the ground as much as possible a 
use short passes. Naturally long passes and lobs over an opponent's head will 
have to go in the air, but otherwise keep the ball down. > 

(5) When playing against the wind also keep the ball down. Forwards will — 
need to come back on a day such as this, so that passes and clearances can 


reach them. 

(6) When playing with the wind, long passes from full-backs and halve . 
are of great assistance, and if the sun is in the eyes of your opponents’ goal- q 
keeper, keep shooting for goal at every opportunity. Cut out short passes in 


front of the goal, just keep on ting. 4 
(7) If you win the toss it is usually best to tale asfeve advantage there
